During  the  past  year  twelve  legal  schools  have  been  main- 
tained each  of  which  had  twenty-nine  weeks  excepting  the  two 
upper  rooms  in  No.  2  which  had  thirty-three,  the  same  arrange- 
ment was  continued  with  No.  15,  the  town  of  Washington  run  the 
school  and  we  paid  our  share  of  the  net  expense,  this  school 
should  be  discontinued  as  we  have  21-2  times  as  many  pupils 
which  attend  that  school  as  Washington  has  at  present. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  expend  some  money  the  coming  year 
on  school  houses  by  the  way  of  repairs  to  make  them  more  com- 
fortable and  to  keep  them  in  proper  repair,  however  with  the 
grand  list  where  it  is  and  a  60c  tax  we  feel  we  will  be  able  to 
meet  the  demands,  and  we  wish  to  say  that  we  earnestly  recom-

mend  that  a  tax  of  6oc  be  voted  for  school  purposes  another 
year,  we  also  wish  to  say  that  there  are  no  bills  due  cr  outstand- 
ing at  the  present  date.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS.

He  offers  a  few  suggestions  not  with  the  expectation  that 
every  plan  he  may  suggest  will  be  adopted,  but  with  the  hope 
that  his  plans  will  at  least  receive  the  careful  consideration  of 
those  who  are  interested  in  the  education  of  our  young  people. 

During  the  year,  twelve  schools  have  been  maintained,  five 
in  the  village  and  seven  outside.  In  the  five  village  schools, 
during  the  winter  term,  128  pupils,  not  including  several  from 
other  towns,  were  enrolled  ;  an  average  of  25  3-5  per  school. 
The  seven  other  schools  enrolled  61  pupils,  an  average  of  8  5-7 
per  school.  One  of  these  schools  enrolled  but  five,  and  two 
others  but  six  pupils  each. 

None  of  the  buildings  in  which  these  schools  are  held  are  ' 
properly  supplied  with  necessary  equipments.  They  are  almost 
destitute  of  maps,  globes,  etc.,  though  a  few  dilapidated  charts 
of  a  iormer  generation  are  still  doing  service.  Most  of  the 
school  rooms  are  badly  out  of  repair.  The  desks  in  some  of 
them,  No.  1  for  example,  are  scarcely  superior  to  the  split  logs 
on  which  our  grandfathers  sat  as  they  strove  to  master  the  "three 
R's." 

Such  is  the  disease.  The  remedy  we  would  prescribe  is  as 
follows.  Reduce  the  number  of  schools;  thoroughly  repair  and 
equip  the  school  rooms  remaining  in  use ;  employ  only  the  best 
teachers,  trained  in  our  High  and  Normal  schools,  and  pay  them 
enough  to  keep  them  from  leaving  us  to  better  their  financial 
condition.  We  believe  the  seven  schools  under  consideration 
could  and  should  be  reduced  to  four.  The  total  attendence  in 
three  adjoining  districts,  for  the  winter  term  was  24.  These 
pupils  could  be  easily  accommodated  in  one  school,  centrally 
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located,  with  but  little  expense  for  carrying  pupils.  If  the  best 
of  the  three  school  houses  should  be  remove  1  to  such  a  central 
location,  an  important  step  would  be  taken  in  the  right  direction. 

In  our  opinion  it  wou'd  cost  the  town  no  more  to  make  the 
changes  suggested  and  conduct  our  schools  for  ten  years  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  outlined' than  it  will  take  to  conduct  them  for 
ten  years  in  the  piesent  unsatisfactory  manner. 

In  the  village  our  principal  hindrances  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  room  presided  over  by  one  who  performs  the  duties  both  of 
Crammer  School  teacher  and  Principal's  Assistant,  is  much  too 
small.  From  this  fact  and  other  considerations,  to  some  it 
would  seem  belter — until  that  new  and  commodious  school  rouse 
of  which  we  dream,  can  be  built — to  use  the  brick  school  house 
for  a  grade  in  our  Graded  and  High  Schools,  thus  increasing  the 
number  of  rooms" and  the  number  of  teachers  by  one,  than  to 
maintain  two  separate  schools  doing  the  same  grade  of  work  in 
a  village  no  larger  than  ours. 

Although  under  the  present  system  of  too  many  small 
schools,  the  salaries  paid  the  teachers  have  necessarily  been 
small,  we  have  been  much  pleased  to  note  the  high  grade  of 
work  which  our  teachers  have  been  doing.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that,  almost  without  exception,  their  work  has  been  satis- 
factory to  the  parents  of  the  children  they  have  taught. 

Several  of  our  teachers  have  found  the  Natural  Science  Cab- 
inet, purchased  during  the  year,  very  helpful  in  teaching  their 
pupils  concerning  important  products  and  industries. 

Shall  we  sum  up  our  report  in  these  words.  Our  schools 
for  the  past  year  have  been  good.  With  but  a  little,  if  any, 
added  expenditure,  we  can  make  them  better.

In  Alden  Spear  Memorial  Library  Building. 


The  yearly  purchase  of  new  books  was  not  made  until  this 
winter,  a  later  time  than  usual.  The  library  patronage  has  in- 
creased during  the  year,  particularly  among  the  younger  people, 
which  is  deemed  a  favorable  symptom.  Of  gifts  received  there 
have  been  from  Mr.  Harry  J.  CorwLn  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  a  former 
townsman,  his  always  welcome  semi-annual  contribution  of  Har- 
per's Monthly  Magazine ;  the  continuing  volumes  of  Official  Re- 
cords of  the  Union  and  Confederate  Navies  in  the  war  of  the 
Rebellion;  and  another  year's  weekly  issue  of  the  Official  Ga- 
zette of  the  United  States  Patent  Office.  By  the  thoughtful 
courtesy  of  Col.  Chas.  K.  Darling,  U.  S.  Marshal  for  the  District 
of  Mass.,  has  been  presented  a  handsome  volume  containing  the 
266th  Annual  Record  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  of  Mass.,  1903-1904,  including  an  account  of  the  Re- 
ception and  Entertainment  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Ar- 
tillary  Company  of  London. 

Through  her  administrator  two  hundred  dollars  was  given 
the  library  by  the  kindly  remembrance  of  Mrs.  Armina  P.  Braley? 
formerly  of  Barre  City,  who  a  generation  since  resided  in  this 
village. and  was  known  to  our  older  citizens  as  a  most  estimable 
woman,  attractive  because  of  her  fine  mental  endowments  and 
strong  personal  character. 

The  library  service  has  continued  without  expense  both  as 
to  janitor  care  and  librarian  attendance,  hence  a  larger  sum  of 
money  has  been  available  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  which  all 
could  enjoy  the  use.  Owing  to  sickness  the  accustomed  libra- 
rians were  long  absent  and  their  work  was  maintained  largely  by 
the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Harry  F.  Bryant,  who  rendered  efficient  and 
timely  aid.

TO  THE  TAX  PAYERS  OF  CHELSEA. 


In  examining  the  financial  condition  of  the  town,  for  the  year 
ending  Feb.  12,  1906,  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  small 
amount  of  unpaid  taxes,  which  is  very  small,  only  $197. 16.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  town  indebtedness  has  been  reduced  $280.45. 
If  it  had  not  been  for  the  extra  expense  of  the  highways  and 
bridges,  which  cost  $781.26  more  then  last  year,  and  the  expense 
of  the  poor  $500.74  more  then  last  year,  we  should  have  reduced 
the  indebtedness  $1562.45  instead  of  $208.45  .  There  has  been  re-

built  the  past  year  six  bridges,  one  of  them  a  permanent  stone 
bridge  on  the  Vershire  road,  the  Tracy  bridge  was  rebuilt,  that 
beinging  the  most  expensive  bridge  to  build  and  keep  in  repair 
in  town. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  build  one  permanent  bridge 
every  year,  by  so  doing  you  will  soon  have  the  bridges  where  the 
expense  of  keeping  them  in  repair  will  be  very  small.

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REPORT   OF   SCHOOL  DIRECTORS. 


During  the  past  year  thirteen  legal  schools  have  been 
maintained,  each  of  which  had  twenty-nine  weeks,  except 
the  two  upper  rooms  in  No.  2,  which  had  thirty-three  weeks. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  $  155.18  by  the 
way  of  repairs  on  Nos.  5,  8,  9,  11  and  17.  It  will  be  necess- 
ary to  expend  quite  a  sum  on  No.  1  to  put  it  into  comfortable 
repair.  No.  12  is  in  need  of  some  repairs  and,  in  fact,  nearly 
every  schoolhouse  in  town  needs  more  or  less  repairs;  and 
we  are  sorry  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  there  is  not  a  school- 
house  in  town  that  is  in  any  way  furnished  with  globes,  maps 
and  charts,  with  the  exception  of  a  few.  This  is  something 
that  should  not  longer  be  neglected.  But  to  get  these  things 
it  takes  money,  and  more  money  means  more  tax,  and  the 
more  we  raise  on  a  dollar  the  more  help  we  get  from  the 
state  ;  therefore  we  would  recommend  that  a  tax  of  75  cts.  be 
voted  for  school  purposes  another  year.  That  would  enable 
us  to  do  something  towards  equipping  the  schools  with  things 
which  are  necessary.  At  the  same  time  we  are  able  to  say 
that  the  schools  can  be  run  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  with 
a  tax  of  60  cts.  on  a  dollar.  We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to 
say  that  there  are  no  bills  due  or  outstanding  ;at  the  present 
date;  but  with  a  tax  of  60  cts.  practically  nothing  can  be 
done  to  improve  or  better  the  schools. 

Now,  the  question  is  up  to  you  voters  and  tax-payers. 
If  you  want  your  children  to  learn  more,  and  faster,  if  you 
want  better  schools,  you  must  have  better  equipped  school- 
rooms and  to  do  this  it  will  cost,  for  one  year,  a  larger  tax. 
If  you  are  satisfied  with  the  schools  as  they  are,  vote  the 
same  tax;  but  we  earnestly  recommend  that,  at  the  least,  a 
tax  of  60  cts.  be  voted  for  school  purposes  the  coming  year.

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REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF  SCHOOLS. 


Thirteen  school  have  been  maintained  during  the  past 
year,  having  an  attendance  of  195  pupils,  eight  of  those  in 
the  academy  being  from  other  towns. 

The  work  of  the  teachers  in  these  schools  has,  on  the 
whole,  been  satisfactory;  and  the  school  board  may  well 
congratulate  itself  on  having  been  able  to  secure  the  services 
of  teachers  so  well  fitted  for  their  work  both  by  natural 
ability  and  careful  training. 

Owing  to  changes  in  the  school  laws  of  our  state,  which 
will  take  effect  Apr.  1,  1907,  we  are  faced  by  two  important 
problems  which  demand  our  attention. 

Act  No.  45  of  the  laws  of  1906  provides  that  "Two  or 
more  neighboring  towns  having  an  aggregate  of  not  more  than 
seventy  nor  less  than  thirty  schools  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
eight  weeks  each  may,  by  vote  of  the  school  directors  of  the 
several  towns,  unite  to  form  a  union  for  the  purpose  of  em- 
ploying a  superintendent  of  schools."  If  the  salary  paid  such 
superintendent  is  at  least  $  1,250  the  state  will  pay  $  1,000 
of  the  same.  The  superindent  so  employed  is  to  devote  his 
entire  time  to  his  work,  which  in  part  is  to  u  Direct  the  work 
of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  prescribe  courses  of  study  "  and 
"  Supervise  the  purchase  of  books  and  supplies."  We  ear- 
nestly recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  unite  our  town 
with  three  or  four  adjoining  towns  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding for  the  better  superintendence  of  our  schools  in 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  law  to  which  we  have 
referred. 

Under  another  act  (See  No.  53,  Sec.  4.)  a  legal  school, 
for  which  public  money  may  be  drawn,  will  be  a  school 
having  an  average  attendance  during  the  school  year  of  not 
less  than  six.  During  the  past  year  the  average  attendance 
in  schools  8,  9  and  12  has  been  in  each  case  less  than  six. 
In  No.  15  the  average  was  6  14-139,  being  below  six  in  the 
Fall  term,  and  the  average  for  the  last  two  terms  being  below 
six.  In  No.  1  the  average  for  each  of  the  last  two  terms 
has  been  below  six,  while  the  average  for  the  year  was  only 
6  101-140.    From  the  above  facts  it  seems  practically  certain 
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that  at  least  two  or  three  of  our  schools  will  have  to  be  dis- 
continued and  the  pupils  provided  for  elsewhere. 

In  schools  where  several  pupils  are  obliged  to  remain  at 
the  school-house  during  the  noon  hour  teachers  should  be 
engaged  with  the  understanding  that  they  are  to  remain  with 
such  pupils  ;  or,  as  would  be  practicable  at  our  graded  school, 
a  competent  janitor,  not  a  pupil,  may  be  employed,  a  part 
of  whose  duty  shall  be  to  be  present  during  the  noon  recess.

The  annual  purchase  of  new  books  was  not  made  until 
January  of  the  current  year,  the  list  appearing  in  Jan.  24 
issue  of  the  Chelsea  Herald.  Mr.  Harry  J.  Corwin  of  Lowell^ 
Mass.,  our  former  townsman,  has  contributed  the  two  current 
volumes  of  Harper's  Monthly  Magazine,  his  annual  gift  for 
many  years,  which  is  much  appreciated  .  Of  government 
publications  have  been  received  succeeding  volumes  of 
Official  Records  of  Union  and  Confederate  Navies  in  thewar 
of  the  Rebellion  and  the  last  year's  weekly  issues  of  the 
Official  Gazette  of  the  United  States  Patent  Office.  By  the 
courtesy  of  some  donor  unknown  the  library  is  favored  with 
the  annual  report  of  the  Boston  Vermonters  Association.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


Heretofore  the  $  2083.35  IT.  S.  deposit  money  has  not 
appeared  as  a  liability  of  the  town,  but  by  the  action  of  the 
last  legislature  we  are  likely  to  pay  the  money  back  within 
the  next  year,  and  therefore  we  think  best  to  treat  it  as  a 
liability  and  the  town  farm  (  which  was  bought  with  that 
money  )  and  the  stock  and  tools  on  said  farm  as  assets. 

This  we  have  done  according  to  the  appraisals  made  by 
the  listers  and  appraisers. 

Keep  in  mind  that  we  raised  five  cents  on  the  dollar  less 
this  year  than  last;  that  together  with  the  purchase  of  the 
Sleeper  place,  the  building  of  the  sewer  across  main  street 
near  the  post  office,  and  our  lack  of  ability  is  our  only  excuse 
for  not  reducing  the  debt  more  than  we  have. 

In  building  bridges,  it  becomes  more  difficult  to  procure 
stringers  each  year,  especially  long  ones,  they  cost  more  and 
rot  quicker  than  formerly  and  something  must  be  substituted 
in  place  of  wood. 

After  spending  some  time  last  spring  in  trying  to  get 
them,  and  then  fail,  we  thought  best  to  experiment  with  steel 
rails,  from  a  relaid  railroad  track,  and  selected  the  Ordway 
bridge,  on  the  Washington  road,  as  some  of  those  stringers 
were  unsafe,  and  had  got  to  be  replaced. 

When  starting  that  job,  we  hoped  to  build  the  bridge  for 
about  $  75.00  and  so  reported,  as  we  expected  to  use  wood  for 
the  cross  beams  underneath,  and  the  side  railing  for  the 
bridge ;  but  later  we  decided  to  have  it  all  iron  except  the 
plank.  That  necessitated  some  cast  iron,  and  patterns  for 
casting  the  same  and  an  increased  cost,  but  a  better  bridge. 

This  together  with  the  blunders  that  were  made  in  Boston 
upon  the  truss  rods  (  which  had  to  be  made  over  when  they 
reached  us  ),  and  the  extra  work  raising  the  abutments  about 
a  foot  higher,  which  we  thought  best  to  do,  makes  the  total 
cost  more  than  we  expected,  and  more  than  we  had  reported. 
But  the  most  that  we  now  regret,  is  that  we  had  not  made 
the  bridge  cost  a  few  dollars  more,  b}^  using  better  iron,  in 
some  of  the  work,  and  by  adding  diagonal  brace  rods  under, 
neath,  to  prevent  horizontal,  or  side  sway ;  but  as  it  is  now, 
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we  think  it  is  better  and  cheaper  in  the  end  than  the  old 
style  wood  bridge,  and  suggest  that  our  successors  replace  all 
wood  bridges,  as  occasion  requires,  with  stone  and  iron,  if 
the  iron  can  be  procured  at  a  reasonable  cost.

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REPOF  T  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

In  presenting  this  my  first  report  as  superintendent  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  town  I  am  conscious  of  many  imperfect- 
ions.   The  past  is  past ;  the  future  alone  is  ours. 

Twelve  schools  have  been  maintained  in  town  the  past 
year.  This  is  one  less  than  last  year.  No.  12  has  been  closed 
by  reason  of  a  lack  of  pupils  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  law.    (See  No.  53,  sec.  4.) 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  enrolled  has  been  206.  Nine 
pupils  from  out  of  town  have  been  in  attendance  at  the  acade- 
my. The  increase  in  the  number  of  weeks  of  the  school  year 
in  the  high  school  and  academy  will  be  of  great  advantage  to 
teachers  and  pupils  alike. 

Beyond  the  limits  of  the  village,  the  schools  are  ungraded. 
The  compensation  is  small.  The  number  of  pupils  is  limited 
and  the  opportunities  are  restricted.  It  is  not  easy  to  secure  or 
to  retain  the  services  high  grade  teachers.  Nevertheless  the 
teachers  have  done  faithful  service  during  the  past  year. 

The  equipment  of  some  of  the  school  rooms  is  indeed  most 
meagre.  The  blackboards  are  far  from  the  best.  Of  charts, 
maps  and  other  accessories  absolutely  indispensible  to  the  most 
efficient  work  on  the  part  of  teachers  and  pupils  there  is  a  great 
dearth.  The  school  directors  at  the  suggestion  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  on  their  own  initiative  have  made  some  provision 
to  supply  this  need  during  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  the  superintendent  has  made  an  earnest 
effort  to  introduce  an  orderly  system  into  the  matter  and  me- 
thod of  instruction  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  in  our  various 
schools.  Success  has  been  but  partial.  Time  and  patience  and 
honest  cooperation  will  secure  the  desired  result.  The  size  of 
the  schools,  the  limited  term  of  service  of  the  teachers  and  the 
location  of  the  schools  all  act  as  hindrances.  Nevertheless  the 
year  has  been  a  year  of  progess  and  the  future  is  full  of  promise.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  DIRECTORS. 


During-  the  past  year  twelve  legal  schools  have  been 
maintained;  each  of  which  had  twenty-nine  weeks,  except 
the  two  upper  rooms  in  No.  2,  which  had  thirty-four  weeks. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  but  little  by 
the  way  of  repairs;  however  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  we  have  bought  and  paid  for  a  12  inch  globe 
and  a  set  of  eleven  maps  in  oak  case  and  spring  rollers, 
for  each  school;  two  articles  which  have  long  been  need- 
ed.   Cost  of  same  being  $191.  „ 

Again  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
if  a  larger  tax  were  raised  more  could  be  done.  But  as 
we  have  stated,  each  year,  the  schools  in  this  town  can  be 
run  on  a  60c  tax  and  some  new  improvements  made  each 
year.  Therefore  we  would  recommend  that  at  least  a  tax 
of  60c  be  voted  for  school  purposes  the  coming  year. 

You  will  notice  quite  a  little  balance  of  school  money 
that  has  been  saved.  Do  not  let  this  alarm  you;  this  little 
balance  and  more  is  needed  to  put  the  several  school 
houses  in  comfortable  repair. 

There  has  also  got  to  be  quite  a  sum  expended  for 
new  text  books,  etc.
